Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has amended claim 
1 to Hmit monomer "a) iii)" in the polyacrylate copolymer to a (meth)acrylate whose alcohol component 
contains tert-butoxycarbonyl (BOC) or a combination of tert-butoxycarbonyl and hydroxyl groups, thus 
obviating the rejection of record. It is agreed that neither Skinner nor Karim, of record, teaches or 
suggests polyacrylates obtained by thermal crosslinking of compositions corr^jrising a polyacrylate 
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having tert-butoxycarbonyl groups, a polymerization regulating photoinitiator and a difunctional 
isocyanate and/or bifunctional epoxide in the weight percents set forth in the instant claims. 

It is noted that applicant's remarks filed 04-23-2004 indicate that the amendment was not 
presented earher because the amendment is responsive to a new ground of rejection made for the first 
time in the final rejection mailed 10-23-2003. However, in response, the first Office Action rejected the 
claims 1, 2, 1 1 and 12 under 35 USC 102 over Skinner '600 and over Karim '289. The rejection of claims 
over Karim was made under 35 USC 103 in the final rejection, thus "new" grounds of rejection are not 
considered to have been introduced in the final rejection. 

The Drawings have been corrected to note that page 1/3 is Figure 1 as described in the 
specification on pages 7-8. The Figures on pages 2/3 and 3/3 originally numbered 1-4 have been 
renumbered 2-5. The numbers of the corresponding Figures in the specification on pages 13 and 16 have 
been changed to agree with the drawings.
